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FACTS 

On August 8, 2004^ at a status confereace held before the honoiable Judge 
i^Daemary M. CoUyer, KFC's attorney Eric X Pelton made slanderous aad 
libelous comments negarding the plaintiff, Rev. EaxBest L. Hobley, Attorady 
Pelton stated, ""^FC could sue the plaiotiff ' (Rjev. Hobley) for oonversioix cf 
funds. By making that statement, Mr. Pelton insinuated that Rev. Hobley vras 
guilty of stealing fuads from KFC, a charge of which Rev. Hobley was foam 
innocent. 

On August 20, 2Q04 KFC's attorney, Mr. Eric X Pelton deliberately made false 
dements m their Motion For Reconsideration by cliaiining that the plaintij]^ 
;^ey, Hobley^s case is ^^indistinguishable** from the Fleck and Morgan case they 
edited as a point of authority. In the Fleck and Morgan case. Fleck and Morjjan 
yere gmity of the employer's allegations, The plaintiff. Rev. Hobley was ibund 
hmocetn of his employer's allegations. Again, Mr, Pdton insinuate^i that tpe 
lilaintiff. Rev. Hobley w^s guilty by citing as a point of authority an 
' |indistinguishable"case where the employee was found ^Uty of the chaj^i 

lb their Appellee's Brief on Appeal filed on June 10, 2005, KFC*s atfcomejrs, 
Mr. Eric J, Pelton andKoel D, Massie again stated tiat Rev. Hobley' s case is 
'findistinguisbable'' from the Fleck, Morgan, and Aspero cases they cited. This 
was Attorney Pelton's and MJassie^s fiirther insinuation Ihat Rev, Hobley x^^as 
^ilty of his former employer's allegation regarding theft. 

it is apparent that KFG seeks to discredit the plaintiff^ Rev. Earnest Lee 
Hobley' s relationship with his Lord and Savior, Jesus Christ, as well as his 
impeccable jeputation as an ordained Christian minister, forma: United Stdtes 
Anny chaplain, and state chaplain in order to deprive the plaintifii Rev. Earnest 
Hobley from seeking due process of the law, shnply because of his pro se 
repres^itatton and to stop the plaintiff from exercising his constitutional ri^bt 
^p equitabie relief in a court of competent jurisdiction.

Direct that defendant compejosates the Plaintiff for pain and suffering dam^es 
that be suffered because of deceit, Ubel, and slander, and 

2. piiect that defendant compensate the Plabtiff for punitive damages for 
tihjra: dec^ libel,. and slander; and 

3. Direct that defendant compensate Plaintiffs attoniey for reasonable altoxney^ 
fees and reimburse Plaintiff for costs that he incurred in befeg forced to bring this a^jtion 
for deceit, libel, and slander; and 



4. Grant such additional relief a$ the Court deems just and proper, and Wherelbre^ 
the prenuses considered, the Plaintiff demands judgment against the Defendant inl 
amount of $500,000,000,000.
